He World may not unfitly be termed a large thearre of 
the Heavens and Earth, wherein are contained all bo- 
dies both ſimple and mixt. The Greeks call is z6qu@, the 
Latines #niverfitas or Mundas ; all ſignifying with us the 
Warld. It conhiſteth of two onely parts, the one Elemenrall, 
and the other Celeſtial). 
The Elementall part contains the foure Elements, 8s Fire, 
the Aire, the Water, the Earth. | | 
The Celeſtiall part contains ſeven ſeverall orbs for the Pla- 
nets, and one for the fixed ſtarts : above which is the Chri- 
falline heaven, che firſt mover, ( which once in 24 houred 
carries the other round about the earth 3) and laſt of all ths 
Emperiall heaven, the habitation for Saints and Angels, with 
all the reſt of Gods cle&. Within this celeſtial} part, nog 
theſe onely are contained, bur alſo the clementall part it ſelf, 
and wharſoever it containeth : within the midſt of whoſe con” 
—_ divine providence of God, this dark and 
[4 of the carth, upon which we m livez and in 
relpe& of the glorioas heavens, we ſhould (carce ſo much 85 
fix our eyes upon it : For God hath made us, not #y other 
creatures, wich a dejeRed countenance; but, Os bemini ſabli- 
me dedit, he hath' given to man 8 lofty and an ere& coume- 
nance, as the Heathens themſelves could diſcern, rbough they 
had no right knowledge of the true God. Among whom, 
Plato (the moſt divine among them ) affirmed, thar the cheif 
cauſe why men had eyes given them, was to behold the heavens, 
an admired ſpeRacle of Gods Is For though

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there be other ends for which we have our ſenſes, vet without 
queſtion this is one, and 3 main one, ro conlider this glorious 

of Gods creation, #nd 10 (earch inco the abſtroſe my teries 
thereof: for God thut hath made nothing in vain, hath not 
made thoſe glorious bodies onely to be gazed mr, bat ro be 
ſearched intoz there being none of the hunaane ſciences that 
draw us ſo neate to God : ſothu Prolomy,not unworthily, in 
the beginning of his _— aficmeth, Hanc anam ſcienti- 
am cſſe viam ac ſemitam al ſciendum Deum alt:ſſimum: which 
being underſtood, cum grano ſalis, wili not be much differenc 
from the mind of Paul, Rom. 1. 20 For the inviſible things 
of God, &c. are ſeen by the creation of the World : in which 
place,as all things cregred are underitood,ſo eſpecially it ſhould 
leem the celeſtiall bodies to be intended : for theſe with their 
bexuty, magnitude, and multitude; and with the perperuall fia- 
bility, and wonderfull variety of their invariable motions and 
effects, do in a marvellous manner commend the wiſdome and 
goodnefſe of the glorious God, and do exceeding much draw 
usto the admiration, love, and knowledgeof him ; according 
cothar excellent ceitimony of the Kingly Prophet, The beavens 
declare the glory of God, and the firmament ſheweth bis handy 
work. And again, There is neither ſprech nor language but their 
woice is beard among them, Plal.19 t, 3. And in Wi(d. 13, 
4 5- faith Solomon, But if they were "_— at therr power 
and vertue, let them underſtan1 by them, bow much mightier be 
is thas made them.

And from hence 
ſure it 5, thar the Sideral! ſcience i- by ſome, not uoficly, called 
Naturall Theologie. Solide orbs 211d comets to be in the ſub- 
lunary region, have been maintained by many, both elder and 
later, yer by the infallible obſervations, and ynparallel'd inſtru- 
men $, joyned with the unwearied #fſ1dviry, and almoſt inva- 
luable expence of the Tre«noble Tycho,they have been found 
altogether falſe. Many other truths have frag out of the 
fruſrfull ſeminary of Qrambury, which will ever memorize the 
founder : as that Venus and Mercury move about the Sunne, 
that all the other Planets (except the Moon) reſpe the yon 
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for their centre. That Saturn in oppoficion tothe Sunne, is 
nearer the earth then Venusin Apogeon. T hat Mars in op» 

fiction, is nearer the earth then the Suone it (elf; as by this 
Flowing Syſteme of che heaveus may be ſeen.

of Winter. 


He Winter quarter begins on the eleventh day of De- 

cember, at 17 minutes paſt ſeven a clock at night, at 
which time the dayes are as ſhort as the nights were in the 
Summer : for now the Sunne enters Capricorn, which is the 
Signe oppokite to Cancer. If the Winter be dry and full of 
South- winds without frolts, it bringeth pains in the breaſt, co- 
Kiveneſſe in the belly , Ropping of the urine, exulcerations, 
with inflamations and Lo of urine. This is that quar- 
ter which is nacurally like to old age, in which mans radicall 
moiſture ( like oyl in a lamp) being extinguiſhed, dexh 
addeth a period to his dayes , like winter ſtorms which kill 
weak herbs and old decayed plants. 


And therefore Man thou art but like to graſſe, 
Which ſpringing up with (ythe may chance be crops

Hat there ſhould be two Eclipſes of che Moon this year 
'( the one on the eighth of July, and the other on the 
ſeventh of Auguſt ) the learned Argol tels us; Bur according 
to the obſeryacions of our expert Countreyman, M* Vincent 
Wing, there will be but one. 
The Sunne indecd will be twice Eclipſed the former where- 
of will alone be viſible to us ia England ; and _ very 
little dackned, yer conſpicuous enough to them who lilt to take 
notice thereof : For on the (even and twentieth day of Janu- 
ary , about ffiy minutes paſt noon, the Eclipſe will begin; 
at twenty ſeven minutes paſt one will be the time of greateſt 
obſcuration 3 and the end will be at three minutes palt two, 
So that all things conſidered , though this Eclipſe be but # 
ſmall one ( for it is not fully one Digit ) yer will it con- 
tinue about one houre and thirteen minutes , in reſpeR of 
the appearance thereof in our Meridian at and about Cam- 
brilge : but at London there will be about 8 minute of crime 
difference, and that's a!l. The Eclipſe is in the ſeventeenth 
degree and fiffy one minutes of Aquarius, in which Saturn 
hith the moſt dignities: bur in the Angle ſucceedi | Jopi 
ter prevails : Theſe two therefore ( according to ted rine 
of Prolomie ) have the moſt dominion in this Eclipſe, whoſe 
effeQs will moſt of a} appear to thoſe places which be under 
Aquarius, Taurus , Scorpio and Leo : the very ſame places 
that were under the dominion of th# laſt great Eclipſe of the 
Sunne on the ſecond of Avguſt laſt paſt. This ſmall Eclipte 
will therefore a little help forward the effeRs of that, and that 
of this. Proclys (ith, that if an Eclipſe of the Sunne happen 
in the ſecond Decane of Aquarius, it denotes Latrocinia jub- 
lice , furta, rapins : terra metiisque & famem minatiur. But 
becaule ir is a very (mall Eclipſe, it doth the lefſe hurt : for 
as Origenus truly ſpeaketh , Parve Eclipſes parum nocent, 
& 1" paucs operantur : Small Ejpſes hurt little, and ope- 


rate bur in a few things. Onely by reaſon of the former

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reat Eclipſe which joyns wi#h it , ler Traly beware, together 
wich | or pt places which be under Leo, Aquacies Sore 
pid, and Taurus.

The other eclipſe of the Sunne will not at all be viſible 
to us : for it is a long time before the Sunne riſeth, Howbeir 
1 will mentjon the time for their ſakes who travell into remote 
countreys, The time when it happeneth is on the two and 
wwentieth day of July , about one a clock in the morning as 
we account; and will be ſeen in the Southern party of the 
earth, in the Iſlands of the Chinenſis Ocean, the Molucca's 
near Nova Guinea, &c. And thus much for the Eclipſes 
this yeare.

It is comur.au among our countrey people to judge of the 
folowing wiz.ter by the quarter wherein the wind ſhall be on 
the firlt of November: Bur that which is more obſervable is 
the ſecond of November, which to the Arabian aftrologers 
was a Ciiticall day, from whence they could know ſome- 
thing in generall concerning the diſpoſition of the aire in rain, 
thunder and lightning. For if Fupiter, Venus and Mercuric 
were then Occidental or retrograde, they judged much rain to 
be in thatyeare, They alſo had sneye ro Sxturn andMary, 
whether 
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whether of them were the ſtronger, us alſo what (ocietie they 
had with the other Planers, cheifly with Mercury3that ſo they 
might judge the berter concerning the following changes of 
the aire 


On the tenth of November ( being the eve of S. Martin) 
the Germener uſe to feaſt themſelves with geeſe; and as Olaus 
Magms reporteth, the Northern people uſe by the breaſt-bone 
thereof to prognofticate cf the following winter. For if the 
brea(t-bone of the gooſe be fair and cleare when the fleſh is 
eaten off, the winter is like to be cold and rigid, full of hard 
frofts: But if it be thick and dark, then is the winter like to be 
full of ſnow, rain or fleer, and yer warm enongh. But that this 
ſhould be a token of ſuch a prognofſtick, Origenus doubteth. 

Some rave 8 further knowledge of the tae orqualitie of the 
yeare, afrer this manner. Firti ( lay Pos the end of Har- 
veſt cut open rwo or three oak apples,| wherher there be 
in them either flies, worms,or ſpiders; and if in the oake apple 
be found worms or magors,then they fignifie dearth & (carciry 
that yeare. Oriſin the oak apple cut open be found like to 
flies, it is a figne of ſome barrel] ro enſue that yeare. Or if in 
the cak-apple be ſound like to (piders, then do they foreſhew

Some may think this ro a ſuperſtitious obſer- 
vation; _ e and fooliſh not to know that this

And if the aire be corrupted, putrefation abounds, 
ing are blaſted, the humors altered, bloud c L 
and diſeaſes equivalent produced,as alſo the mind of man in- 
lined to ſuch and ſuch aQions as agree thereunto.

If when he covereth the ew the wind blow 
out of the South, then commonly he eth a 
ſhe-lamb : bur if it blow out of the North, an he- 
lamb. Alſo know that ews by drinking of water 
conceive the ſooner : for which cauſe ſome ſhep- 
herds ufe to pive them ſalt co eat, both that they 
may drink the more freely, and be the better in 
health. 

Note alſo that whertthe old rams in their time 
«- cover the ews, __—_ moved _— 5 #1 
the young rams , it doth then ſignifie a Ca- 
ſon CE yeare for Ao But if at the 
proper time to cover the ew, the young rams be 
ſooner provoked thereto then the old rams, then 
there is like to follow a great rot and murrain of 
ſheep. The way (ſay ſome) to cure them that they 
die not, is to take the belly of a ram and feeth it 
in wine and water together, which after mix with 
water, and give the ſame generally to all the ſheep 
to drink, and by ſo doing they ſhall be cured. : 

When 
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When you ſhear them, if you would that their 
fleeces ſhould grow again thick and faſt, {er the 
Moon be increaſing,and by no means paſt the full, 
except it be for ſcabby and infeRted ſheep , ſuch as 
are every day ready to looſe their wool: for it is 
beſt to clip them when the moon decreaſeth. 

Geld ſheep and other cattell, the Moon in A- 
ries, Sagittarius, Or in Capricorn, being in her laſt 
quarter, benignely configurated, and free from the 
rayes of Saturn and Mays. And if when you 
wean your calves or other young cattel,you would 
not that they ſhould prove giddie, be ſure that the 
Moon be not within three dayes of her change, 
either before or after : For the prime is within 
3 dayes and 1B houres before or after the change, 
as wel 2s on the very day that the moon changeth.

Plant when the Moon is aſpe&ted by Fepiter or Venus in 
Taurus, leo, Storpio, or Aquarius: ot in a ConjunRion, 
Sextile, or Trine aſpeR wich Saters, and free from the bo- 
die 2nd raies of Mars. 

In Merch, the weatber being warm, and the wind neither 
in the Eaſt or North, you may cut and graft erces, the Moon 
decreafing, andin Aquaries, eſpecially if ſhe be configarated 
with Jupiter, or Icnus, lo 
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In the end of April, or beginning of May, ſet and ſow 
tender He:bs and Seeds in your gardcns, in a good tetnpt- 
rature of airs, 

Remove young Trees, either in the end of Ofober, in N6- 
vember, or February, the moon increafing, and be (ure to 
ſet that fide South Which was $outh before, becaule it cannot 
endure the cco]d North. 

Gather all Fruit that you mean to keep, in a drie time, 
when the moon is paſt the full, decreaſing, and alpeRed by 
Fupiter or Venus, 

Sow all ſuch ſeeds as have round roots, either three or 
foure dayes after the full , or three or foure dayes before the 
full, when Sefury is in ſome good aſpeR with the Moon, amd 
free from the rayes of Mars. 

Yea, at all times either jn the ſowing of corn or of other 
ſeed, it is beſt ro doit When Saturs is agt- combult, nor re- 
trograde, nor peregrinez bur rather (if you eaq ſtay for ſuch 
a time ) when he 1s in ſome of his dignities , or in a good 
aſpe& of rhe Moon,and(35 I ſaid before free from the rayes 
of Mas. 

Obſerve this likewiſe , T hat if you would have your nayls 
grow tair and cleare, then muſt you uſe to cut them whileſt the 
Moon encreaſeth in Taurus, Libra, Aries, or Leo, and in ſome 
friendly aſpe& either withthe Sunne or Venus. But howerer ler 
not the Moon be in Gemint or Piſces, nor any of thoſe two 
iznes a(cending. 

Note allo that in the weaning of infants, if you would that 
the child ſhould not be fond of the nurſe, but quickly for 
the breaſt, let or the Moon be in Taurw or Libra, bur rat 


in Gemini, Sagittarims, Capricorn, or Aquarims, farre from the 
Sun, neare the full, and not at all aſpeRed. For the children 
that be thus weaned will quickly forget the breaſt , and be alſo 
forward to fallen upon any ether food. 


How 
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How to graft fruit that ſhall have no core. 


Ake a graff and bow it ſo as both ends may 
; cut both theſe ends graff-wiſe, and fo 
faſten chem into the ſtock. And if it grow ſo with 
the tree, cut away the great end, and let the ſmal. 
fer end grow: (0 ſhall S fruit be without core. 


How to make a tree bear red apples. 
T* you would that your apples ſhould be red,take 


graff of an apple-tree, and graft it in a ſtock of 


elm or elder,and it ſhall bear red apples. Alſo you 
may bore an hole in an apple- tree to the pitch, and 
put into the hole water of what colour you will: 
then ay 4 up the hole with a pin made of the wood 
of the ſame tree : So ſhall the apple be of the 
ſame colour with the liquour which you put and 
ſtopped into the hole. 


How to make a ſowre tree bring forth 
ſweet fruit. 


F you have a fruit-tree that is ſowre, and would 

chat ic ſhould bear ſweer fruit, you muſt dig the 
root round about and dungit with pigs dung ; (0 
ſhall the fruit be ſweet : eſpecially if you take a 
piercer, and therewith make an hole in the tree to 
the pith, and into the hole put water tempred with 
hony, ſtopping the hole again with a pin of the 
lame tree. 


How 
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How to make vines grow on cher- 
ry-trecs. 


F you would that a vine ſhould grow on a cher- 
Yideree, and have the taſt of cherries, ſet a vine 


by a cherry-tree tillit grow: and inthe beginning 


of February make an hole _ the cherry-cree 
in what place you think beſt : then draw through 
the hole a branch of the vine, ſo that it fill the ho 
ſhaving away firſt as much of the old bark of the 
vine as ſhall be in the hole; that is, as much as ex- 
tends to the thickneſſe of your cherry-tree. This 
done,you ſhall wrap it well about with earth, 
and bind it well with a little cloth, and order it in 
all things asin other graffings, remembring to cut 
away the vine from the cherry-tree at the root- end 
thereof, either then when you firſt draw it in, or 
( which is beſt) a yeare after.
